short interval, It had a slizhkt rolling motion, but never mors than 90 de- 


grees, first countere-clockwise, then the reverse, before making the rirst 
lcop {as ver the attached sketch.) The visible surface was presented 
somewhat ooliquely during the first laterai travel, more so after maxing 
the first leop and almost eadseeon at the second leop (seconds 11-12), 
During the first 6 seconds in trying to stop and also note the act ‘ons 
of the object, it seemed that the side presented to view had four 
quadrature markings in the sasucer-snaped object, but whether they were 
projections, depressions or merely coloration, is doubtful. This is what 
gave the impression of the rolling motion. Dering the span of the first 
5 seconds, speed of the object was comparstively leisurely, being 6 to 
eizht times its own diareter per second. it then increased its speed 
and also receded at a racid rate and by the time it had intersected its 
first coint of observation at 11 seconds, it was traveling 20 to 30 times 
its own diameter per second and also rresentald the edze-wise view, The 
apparent diameter was now a half to a third of its first-observed size, 
and during the fleeting glimpse i had or the tovesice, there was possibly 
a >projecticon somewhat resetbling tha conning tower of a suorarine, The 
speed with which things were happening and the uncertainties of lighting 
at this time of day make such an observation cf little value. After 
completing the second loop at seconds 14, speed of the objact increased 
still further both transversely and receding, and at seconds 24 it had 
become completely invisible. There was no sign of smcke or vapor 
emanating from the obje,t, nor was there any sound, but this could not 
be strictly determined Secansea cf the necise of oncoming traffic while 
observation was in prosrsss. 


BCONCLUSIONS 


“For what they may Se worth, tais reporter submits the follewing 
conclusions regarding the above oosery=ticon: 


“Wirat, occupants of the object decided to ascend to heights teycnd 
visibliity when they found they were being observed. It is likely that 
others were interested, like the uncersizned, and there may have been 
radar or other means of determining location and size at work on the 
Camp Crowder reservaticn. 


"Second, means of propulsion cf *he chtect was score form of power. 


not generally knewn, probably atomic, becanse of the sucden acceleration 
and terrific speed develored.

"Third, the object did not derend on air for msisvort or suidance, 
because the loops at seconds 11-12 and 21-°2 wers too sorupt for air- 
supported devices.
